Many Queer Things and 0dd
Sights in Pittsburg,

TO0O MUCH STUFF IS WASTED.

One Englishman Thinks the Estimate on
Humaa Life is Placed Entirely Too
Low 1n This Comntry,

WE WANT TOBECOME RICH T00 RAPIDLY

The majority of the distingnished foreign-
ers, attendant upon the seasions of the Iron
and Steel Institute, are in the city for the
first time, and find many things to interest
and ameze them, Fully balf of them bave
never been in Aweriea belore, and, hike
Americans traveling in Earope, they stop
snd wonder at the odd sights or the peculiar-
ities they potice in the people.

Everrbody does not see things the same
way, and it is to be expected that the
visitors think they are in a country of odd
people. A representative of TuE Dis-
PaTcH held short chats with a number of
them yesterday, and their impressions make
rich reading—irom an American point ol
view.

Sir Willism Thomas Lewis, of Aberdale,
South Wales, and one of the most extensive
coal operators in the world, was one of the
party that went to Willock station vester-
dsy lo see the Hercules coal miniog ma-
chine at work, and while conversing with a
representative of THE DISPATCH on the
subject, be said:

TOO MUCH WASTE FOUND HERE.

“Oope thiog I particolarly notice here is
thsi you Americans cootiooally waste
things. Itis waste, waste, waste, every-
where, and in many places where money
cenld be saved you throw it away. Take,
for iuswunce, this cosl. Thereisanyamount
of good coal Iviog out there among the re-
fuse, used to “fill in" ditches, that could be
turned icto monmev. Over in England we
throw nothing away. All the coal that is
of any account whatever we separate from

the slate, and even i it §s not
the best quoality 1t is used. It is a
shame to see things being wasted

in this couutry, and the matter causes
Eoglishmen to have s peculiar impression
of the people here. In mining coal your
people will not think of putiing a pick ioto
conl that is not up 1o the standard, but pass
it by thinking it would not bay to mine it,
Oh, yes this is a great country,but you need
peoiots on economy.

Herbert Harlakander Gilehrist, a promi-
pent mewber of the Arts Club, of London:
"I &ind that you put a low estimate on
human life in this country. In Englaad
and on the Continent the laws regarding
safecuards in mills, factories, etc., are very
atrict.

CABLE CARS BUN TOO FAST.

“Every possibl: precsution is thrown
sbout beltiug, fly-wheels, engines, eto., and
if a man loses his life in the old country
while 2t work, it is generally hisown fault.
1 do not think enough attention is pmd this
matter in this countrr, 25 I was in seversl
places where there did pot seem to beany
safeguards. 1n Philadelphis the cable cars

“If you huve borrowed ideas from usand
developed them while we have been slow to
follow snit, it is because Fa have more
need of improved plants and improvements
than we have, You have greater competi-
tion; have need of mare Inbor-saving appli-
ances because of your higher wages; and be-
cause of your increasing trade must find
facilities for turning out work than we re-
quire to give any thonghtto. The members
of the Eaﬂy are very well pleased with
what they saw of Pittsburg, and have
vothing but admiration for the entorprise of
vour people, exeept in the matter of streels,
and they sre deucedly bad,” continued
Mr. Jack, *‘dencedly bad.”

While on the excursion to Davis Island
dam, THE DISPATCH reporter talked with
Mr. Stephen H. Waltham, s Inrge coal
dealer of Leeds, Yorkshire. Mr. Waltham
is at the head of one of the largest coal com-
panies in the trade in England, and was
very wuch interested in the conversation, it
which several of the local coal men and iron
manofaeturers took part. Thetopic of their
discussion during the woyage to Davis
Island was on the river conl interests of the
city. Mr. Walthem said:

ABOUT OUR BIG COAL TRADE.

“I have at all times lavored under the im-
F{mion that the talk of your cosl trade in

ittsburg was grestly exaggerated, but if
the statements of your business men are to
be relied upon, all that I have beard must
certainly be true. I would have liked very
much to have accompanied the party up the
Monongahels river, but I missed the train.
Yonur method of shipping coul on waleris
quite rovel, and it surprised me when I
lesrned how much one of these boats or
barges could transport. I mustacknowledge.
after what I have heard, that your city is
far shead of Leeds in the coal business.”

W hile passing the Ohic connesting rail-
road bridge, Mr. Waltham turned to Mr.
Zuogz and said: ““You don't mean to tell me
that trains ean go overthat frail structure?”

When informed that the bridge was built
to support 9,000 pounds to the lineal foot,
beside an eungine weighing 202 tons, he
thought it was a “jolly*’ good joke. Repre-
sentatives of the Keystone Bridge Company,
whieh erected the bridge, were aboard snd
exbibited larce photographs taken while
the bridge and channel span was in course
ol construction. The explanation sbout the
bridge and the chanpel span interested the
visitors very much.

EXCEEDED THE MAN'S EXPEOTATIONS.

K. H. Attleman, an iron manufacturer of
Birmingham, was accosted while viewing
the large stretch of iron and steel mills, on
the banks of the Ohio. He said between
the poffs of his pipe:

*“This is my first visit to your conniry and
1 must say that it exceeds my expectations,
and I understand that I have not seen balf
of it yet. The iron induostry of your city is
much larger than I was led to believe.”

in reply to the question how the tariff
bill was regarded in England, Mr. Attle-
man said be thought it was all right and in
bis opinion wounld not affect - the manuta>
ture ol iron and steel in Great Britain, Ea
said that England was as far advanced as
Americs in the manulacture of iron ani
steel, considering the superior faecilities
this country affords. He concluded his re-
marks by saying that thisis o queer coun-
try.

G. G. Wood, of the Wardsend Stesl Com-
paoy, Sheflield, England, and who was in
the little garty who wisited the Southside,
said: “T am geuing thoroughly tired. 1
have seen encugh to day to do me a week,
If this thing had lasted bot for a day
I would have thought nothing of it
but here we have |been tramping
around in this fashion for several days, and
it will not be surprising I! some of us grow
less appreciative of the muoy wonder nl
things we see, than we should be. 1 wish
to mention one feature of stee! manufacture
in which your Americaa manufacturers far
exeel us. That is cold rolling. To roll
cold steel and polish it at the same lime, and
to do the work in such a mavner so that the
material will be of the precise standard to,
the thousandth part of an inch, is some-
thing that we cannot attemps in Eagland.”

“Pittsburg is truly a greatoity, and it
has been very properly named the workshop
of the world,” 'said Frederick Smith, of

ruu along at a bigh rate of speed, and everv-
body thad o go helter-skelter out of the
way or be run down. You suy they are
worse in this city? 1 haven’t been outon
the streets vet, bat if the cable cars go faster
hers than in Philadelphia, I don’t think I
waot to cross the streets vervoften. The
police oficers also do not seem to pay so
ninch attention to thesafety of pedestrians.'”

J. H. Peurson, coal and iron master of
Hagdstorth, Stwifordshire, was another
wember ot the parte that wisited the coal
mines. Hesaid: “I7 that is a sample of the
average American mine I think your coun-
try is very well situated inthis respect. The
mine wis periectly srranged, mostefficiently
wapuged and it soms ot 8 mimmum of
cost. Yes, ] notics you don’t pay so much
atlention 1o the inferior grades of coal and
think it i= not worth the trouble to get the
poor article out.

GREAT LIABILITY OF ACCIDENT.

Nearly all our mines are opened from the
tep ol the carth instead of from the sideof a
hill. We have to go down between 300 and
600 yards, but there is little difference in
the mining. There is more gas in our
mines nud greater Hability of aceident, al-
though we do everything we can to prevect
explosions."

George Barter, of West Bromwich,
Eugland, interested in the iron
business: “One ohjection to using elec-

tricity in the mines in our country is the
linhility of accident. 'We use electricity to

pump and ventilate the shafts, but the
slightest spark will cause an explosion. We
do not care to illeminste the mines by elee-

tricity on this aeccount, but prefer the old-
faskioned safety lamps.”

Franz Simwerbach, a member of the Ger-
man sccicly and & wealthy coal operstor, of
Hochum, Germany: “lo mines where there

1= oo gas 1 think the question of miuing has
been solved by the Pittshurg machine.
Your wioiug methods are 51l right, but von

carry the Ameriean ides to waste juto the
wines and lose thousands of dollars in con-
sequence, It is an extrivagant habit voo
Americans have cultivated and is pot the
result of ignorance. In Germany the pro-
portion of waste in a cosl mine is abour 17
per eent, and in this country I have been
told itis 33 per cent. A preat amouet of
coal, 1 uotice, is thrown awar, and if your
patural gas pluve out you may have to
economize and use this coal you now throw
away."'
ENGLAND NOT SEHIND AMERICA.

H. A. Wheeler, E M., Adjutant Pro-
fessor of Mining, Washington University,
81. Louis, who was also with the voal pargy,
was a delegate from the Awmerican wciety
to Eungland lsst year: “Eleccrioity is not a
pnew thing in the wines io England. It has
been in vse jor several yearsand in 2 great
many wavs [ found the mines there ate bet-
ter eguipped than in this country., All the
ventiluting and pumping machinery is run
by an eleetric current in the big mines, and
were it uot ‘or the sparks, the mining and
hauling wouli be done the same way.”

Mr. Alexander Jack is the reneéral man-
ager of the Hudfield Steel Fonodry at Shef-
ficld. He is far from being a stranger,
baving been frequently here. He was, in
his vouth, in the Uncle Sam's Navy.
Epeuking last night aboot the relative con-
ditions of trude bere and in  Esgland, Mr.
Jack said:

“l hove not yet seen in America any
large engineoring works as we have in Eo-
gland, Nor have I seen any iron or steel

last here which we eannot doplieste at
iome. The oniy advautage vou bave over
us is in the possession of cheaper fusl in
vour netaral gns. The only way we can mest
thut is in conl, but at greater cost. 1 have
not found any engineering practice here
grestor than that employed it us. But you
undoubtediy have greater rush and drive
things aster thun we do.  When your peo-
ple get bold o 10 ecnis you want to make it
20 cents as rapialy as possible,

Allegheny Statesmen H‘nﬁ an Excil=
ing Time in Both Branches.

A KICK ON THE PLANK ROAD BILL.

Dr. Gilleford Says It is in the Interest of
Street Ratlways

M'EISLEY T0 BE AT CARNEGIE HALL

The feature of the Allegheny Select Conn-
cil meeting, last evening, was the kiok
caused by the ordinance to condemn the
Perrysville plank road, from the head of
Federal street to the city line,and also of the
Sawmill Valley and New Brighton plank
roads,

‘The leading fighter against the ordinance
was Dr. Gilleford, and he spoke long and
tireless tor his idea. He characterized it as
in the interest of certain street car lines,
and objected to its passage on those
grounds.

Mr. Heinrichs presented the report of the
Survey Committee, including an ordinance
directing the City Solicitor to institute pro-
ceedings for the condempation of the plaok
roads mentioned, and immediately the bat-
tle began. However, it resulted in so over-
whelming viotory for the ordinance, as on
the vote only 3 opposed it and 14 voted for
the ordinanee.

While the above was going om in the
Select Branch, Common Council was rooted
up over a little political fan. The wuse of
Carnegie Hall was voted to Hon. William
McKinley, for a tariff speech. Mr, Stayton
objected, and wanted the matter referred to
the City Property Commitiee, but was
ruled out. Later on Mr. Drum offered a
resolution grantiog the use of the hall to
the Hon. John G. Carlisle, of Kentucky, or
any other Democratic gentleman or gentle-
man of any political faith, for the purpose
of giving his views on the t{ariff qnestion.
He wauted the rules suspended to allow its
considerntion.

LATGHTER OVER A RESOLUTION.

The resolution caused quite a laugh, but
Mr. AmmonChairman of the City Proper-
ty Committee, would not let it pass lightly.
He showed, by reading the ordinance, that
no one but the committes hud the right to
rent the hall. Mr. Parke said the question
was *"dodged” when the resolution giving
Myr. MeKinley the hall had been up.

Mr. Dahlinger—Council did wrong in
taking the action on the McKinley resolu-
tion. The hall should not be rented for any
politieal meeting.

President Hunter—Ytin are a member of
the City Property Committee?

Mr. Dahlinger—Yes.

President Hunter—Did you vote to allow
Jobn Hampton nod others the use of the
building last June to hold a meeting to de-
nounce Congressman Bayne and Hon. Will-
iam A. Stone?

Mr. Dablinger—I was out of the citv at
the time,

Mr. Stayton moved to lay the resolution
over, out there was o second, and under a
suspension of the rules the resolution was
pansed.

The report of the Street Railway Com-
mittee negatively recommendiog the or-
dinances of the Jackson street and Fremont
street ronds was received and filed without
comment.

An ordinance for the grading, paviog and
curbing of School street with cobblestone
was also passed, A like ordinsnce for
Stevens alley wasa called up and some of
the members, Mr. Thompson, Mr. Parke,
Mr. Kohler and others took the opportunity
to decry the practice of the ecity of putting
down cobble stone in preference to blo.k
stone or asphal. Mr, Thompson said he
hoped in future the city would improve her
streets with modern material, t other
cities than Allegheny had gotten ont of the
“"eobble stone age.'" The inanee was
then taken up and passed.

HELPING TO BUILD A BRIDGE.

In Seleet Council an ordinance granting
the company for the erection and main-
tenance of & bridge over the Allegheny river
at Sixth street certain privileges on River
avenue, passed finally., Aan ordiuance re-
grading and repaving Federal street, with
iunproved pavement, from SBouth Diamond
street to the Suspension bridge, was referred
back to the committee for further investiga-
ti n.

Marshall, Kennedy & Co. were granted
the richt to constroct a switeh track on River
avenue, near Hope street. The ordinance
ereating the office of Assistant City Solicitor
wus indefinitel y postponed. The Committee
on Light reported that they could not sub-
mit & report as to the working o the electric
light plant as the trial period of six months
had not expired.

In Common Council the ordinance fixiog
the City Hall janitor’s salary at $900 =
year was vassed. The ordinance authoriz-
ing the City Property Commitiee to lease
the old Armory building on Marion avenue
to the Doff Manofactaring Company, lim-
ited, for 21 years at £490 a year, was re-
ferred back alter some discussion relstive
to the propriety of a bond accompanying
the agreement to lease.

The meetinz was adjourted on acgount of
no quornm being present, the members hav-
ing quetiy left one by one. A large amount
of business was left undone.

AWAITING THE VERDICT.

The Jury Out in the Case of Laura Meyer,
Charged With the Murder of Henry
3 A Night Session of the Court.

The trial of Laura Meyer for the killing
of Henry Ransome was continued yester-
day. Thomas M. Marshall, Jr., bpened for
the defense and claimed that the shooting
was accidental, He said that the killing
occurred while the two were quarreling,
Runsome had struck and kicked her, and
she pointed the pistol at him, not thiok-
inz it would go off, when it was discharged.

The prisoner was the first placed on the
stand. She said that Ransome had owed
her $48, aad she went to colleet it. When
she threatened to sue him he struck ber.
She drew the revolver, which was at half
cock, and pointed it at him to seare him,
when it went oft. Several witnesses were
called to show the good character of the
prisoner.

At the close of the testimony 'W. J. Bren-
nan addressed the jury for the defense. He
was followed by T. M. Marshall, Jr. They
contended that the boy who said be saw the
shooting was mistaken, as he could not have
seen it from hi: position. They held that
the verdict should not be higher than man-
slaughter.

Dustriet Attorney Johnston eommeneed
his nddress, asking for a verdict of murder
in the first At 6 o'clock the court
took & recess ior supper, and a’fer supper
Distriet Atworney Johoston contipued his
address. He detailed her flight and the
hiding of the revolver and the jestimony of
the boy who witnessed the crimne,

Judge Magee charged the jury, reviewing
the law and touching on the evidence, the
jury retired and court adjourned.

A Young Pittsburger’s Narrow Escape From
Death in » Chicago Hospital-Graphie
Story Told by Assistant Bailding Inspec-
tor Brown.

Captain J, A. A, Brown, Assistant Build-
ing Inspector, returned yesterdav from Chi-
eago, where he had hurriedly gone several
days before to sec nis brother, Lincoln
Brown, who was for several years a clerk in
the Bailding Inspector'soffice and who went
to Chicago abont a month ago to complete
his education for the medical profession at
Hahpemanian Institute. Shortly before he
went to Chicago Lincola Brown found that
a lnmp was growing in his throat, and when
he bad becowe & gtudent at the institute he
‘ealled the attentfon of the physicians to it.

ey decided that it was a towmor, the result
of an attack of diphtheria he had experi-
enced about a year ago, and that the only
way to remove it wonld be by the surgeon’s
knife and the operation was performed &
little over a week ago.

He was then placed in the hospital depart-
ment, and for a couple of days was progress-
ing nicely, so that it was decided to remove
him to another room. While the prepara-
tions for removal were being made, the
young man was left without attendance for
a few moments. Just then he was seized
with & hemorrhage that caused a complete
stoppage of the throat, and threw hiwself
into cnnvn!nionk during which he jumped
from his bed and ran out iuto the corridor.

The noise he made attracted the attention
of Dr. Beucher, who was on the floor below
and who ran upstairs and met the almost
gtrangled man in the hall, Resalizing what
was wrong, the doctor inserted his finger in
Brown’s throat to open the passage and give
him air, but the patient’s teeth closed upon
his fiager with a grip like a vice. Brown
was by this time rigid and almost dead,
The doctor realized that heroic remedies
were necessary, and jerking his penknire
from his pocket, he made one vertical cut on
the young man's throat, penetrating the
windpipe and allowing the sir to enter the
lungs. The immediase effect was to cause a
relaxation of the musecles and a return to
li‘e, but the symploms were so serious thut
the young man’s iriends were notified by
telegraph to come over,

When Captuin Brown arrived, a silver
tube had been inserted in the young man's
throat, through which he received the air
which kept him alive, and by the time the
captain left the physicians said his brother
was ont of danger.

ALL IR GOOD ORDER.

Mr. Biddle's Tour of Local Charitable In.
stitutions Continued.

Dr. Cadwallader Biddle,o the State Board
of Charities, made a tour of inspectivn of
the charitable institutions of Pittsburg and
Allegheny yesterday, His investigation
showed that they were all in good eondition.

OF REDUCING IRON FROM THE ORE.
\

Flint Glassworkers and Packers Have a

_ Slight Disagreement.

TROUBLE AHEAD IN THE RIVER MINES

Bir Lowthian Bell’s remarks in his paper,
printed elsewhere in this issue, concerning
the direct process of reducing steel from ore,
did not meet with commendation among
some of the leading lights of the protession,
last night. It was freely said that the
honorable gentleman would not have put
himself on record as he did, if he had been
informed of later developments regarding
the process.

Both Mr. Maynard, of New York, and
Mr. Snelus, who took part in the discussion
following the reading of the paper, were
anxious toreply to the pointsin the paper
reflecting on the probabilities of the process
being successful, but were ruled out, they
said, last night, by the President.

With a view of ascertaining what excep-
tion was taken to Sir Lowthinn Bell's ¢om-
ments, Mr. Thomas C. Blair, who is most
promipently identified here with the direct
process, was hunted out. Mr. Blair is at
present engaged in demonstrating the entire
practicability and commercial value of steel
made by the Adaws process in an experi-
mental plant on Park Bros’. ground.

A QUESTION OF ACCURACY.

Asked if nny remarks had been mada re-
garding Sir Lowthian Bell’s comments, Mr,
Blair said that Dr. Wedding and other
prominent men had freely discussed the ac-
curacy of some of the siatements made. He
said that, while feeling deeply obliged to
Sir Lowthian Bell for the kind termsin/
which he had been pleased to refer to him,
and finding a certnin mitigation of the pain
of defeat in his efforts to advance the art of
iron and steel making in the fact that his
efforts were sufficiently ereditable to win a
place in his mention of the failures of the
past, he could not zocept some of the con-
clusions arrived at by the learned baronet.

“My loyulty to the cause,’” said Mr.
Blair, “in which I seryed with only this
measure of suoccess to show for it, uﬁs for
some observation regarding the declaration
of certain of the conclusions annoupced in
the paper. Itapbears to me to be impossi-
ble that Sir Lowthian Bell could have ren-
dered such conclusions had he been well
informed respecting certain facts of modern
practice, which, I truly believe, he wounld
have accepted as demonstra had he but
examined ioto the evidence in the case,

BILL OF SPECIFICATIONS,

““That I do not speak lightly upon s mat-
ter of so much gravity, or yenture to ques-
tion a decision sanctioned by the authority
of his great reputation, without some rational
grounds—whether they may, in the judg-
ment of others, seem wholly adequate or not
—let me specify what 4 am prepared to
establish to his own satisfaction, if he will
do me the honor to devote to a visit to the
Black Diamond Works of Messrs. Park
Brothers & Co., in this city, such a share ot
his much-occupied time as he may, on ex-
planation, deem proper to give to the sub-
Jeet.

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FADING OUT.

Lady Transcribing Clerks Do Not Puat
Enough Pressure on Their Pens—At-
torneys Complaln About Erasures and
Interlineations — How Sharpers Could
Csuse Irrepurable Damage to Records.

‘While attention is being directed to the
necessity of constructing the forms of deeds
and morigages so that another Court Houss
will not become a necessity in the life of the
present generation for thea safe storage of
such invaluable public records, many
lawyers wish to add that more care is
necessary in the franserbing of such docu-
ments, Complaint is especially made of
much of the transeribing in the Recorder’s
office. All the lawyers heard complain
were substantially of the same opinion, but
all exeept two refused to go on record, Ffar-
vey Henderson, ., was one who did not
veto the use of his name, and he said it was
& very grave matter, or wonld be before
many years hence.

Morton Hunter, Esq., snid that the ink
used at times had heen very inferior,notonly
in the Recorder’s office, but that the record of
some deeds was almost illegible now. He
stated that in the first place the ink had
been of poor quality, and some lady tran-
scribers had not “used it as freely as men
would have done, and that the lines, faint
even from first, soon became quite
indistinet and in a few years more it wounld
be impossible to decipher them with the
oaked eve, and that eventually even a mag-
nifying glass would not bring them out
Mr. Hunter thinks that in a matier so im-
portant as public records involving title to
realty the fair transcribers should have been
less delicate and should have written heav-
ily, like men, even umn‘ghh elegance were
sacrificed. He advises that only ink of
standard quality be used.

Mr. Huoter forther adverted to the in-
competency of some transeribers—those who
make mistakes and then erasures. He
states that sharpers, wight easily take ad-
vanitage of these erasures to interpolate
matter that wight work great perhaps irre-
paruble mischief, and says that wereitnotthat
lawyers aresogenerally in and about the
records, there would likely have been many
such. He would suggest as a remedy the
emplovment oaly of people of known capa-
bility—people who would not make mis-
takes, necessitating erasures, and says that
one fuliy competent never does make them.

Conventions of Men From Every Clime Con-
sidering the Matter,

EFFECTS OF OUR TARIFF ON EUROPE

Josiah Coben returned bome] yesterday,
after a five months' tour through Europe.
During his absence Mr, Conen visited En-
gland, France, Ausiria, Germany, [taly,
Holland, Belginm and Switzerland, and
took special pains to sound leading people
of these countries on 1mportaut topies, par-
tieniarly the treatment of the Russian
Hebrews, of which he says:

“The reports concerning these nnfortunate
people are all true, and, for that matter, the
halt is not being told. The Russinn Gov-
ernment is suppressing the truth about the
matter rightalong. The fuct is, they must
leave Russia, and at the present time, are
being baunished to Siberia right along in
droves. There is no use in trying to deay
this, for it is a fact known to all Europe.

*“These outrages are becoming so notorious
that the attention of the civilized world is
already drawan to them. Before I left Paris
s convention of representative men lrom
nearly every olime had been called to con-
sider the grave question of what should be
done. The convention was not scheduled to
take place until some days after the dute
fixed lor my departure or I certainly should
have been present, as I bad a cordial invita-
tion to attend.™
WAYS AND MEANS WILL BE PROVIDED.

“What will be the ultimate outcome of
this agitation?"

“Why, it will spread until ways and
means will be providad tor the deliverance
of the race. To show you how the move-
meut is growing [ may state that another

t international convention is to be held
in Loundon shorily to take up the work
where the Paris convention leit it off In
this country there isa hoard of delegates
in New York slready co-operating with the
prime movers of the Old World, and it will
be a matter of but & short time nntil every
society in the United States will be organ-
ized into one grand body for the great canse.
Every law of God and man demands
that these outrages must cesse, and
under the progression .of the nineteenth
century they must cease. This feeling is
deep seated in every country that I visited,
aod this in itselt will help greatly to bring
about the desired result. [ called upon
members of the New York society on my
retarn home, and they entertaln most hope-
ful views for the future of the work. They
will keep the various societies of this conn-
try informed trom time to time until the
day comes ior united action.”

“How did you find the ieeling in regard
to the recent tariff revision?"

M'KINLEY CAUSES QUITE A FLUTTER,

“It caused guite a flutter, particalarly
among the thinking people of Eogland and
Germany. The former class do not like it a
bit, of course, as 1t strikes a hard blow at
many of their great industries. In Germany
the ieeling was not so intense.”

“What do Englishmen think the final re-
sult will be?"”

“A great many of them think that it
will lend to reciproecity, sconer or later.
There is one very encouraging thing
that can be said, and 15,50 faras I
could observe, all Europe isina healthy,
prosperons condition, generally speaking.
